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Claim 9 (currently amended) A restraint for a passenger in a vehicle 
comprisiiig: 

a seat having a seat portion, a back portion and side portions connected together 
being formed bv placing an enclosure of flexible plastic within a vehicle, placing a 
passeng er of the vehicle atop and adjacent said enclosure while in said vehicle, allowing 
tihe flexible plastic to jfonn around the passenger foxnodng a plastic restraint removing the 
passenger from the vehicle^ causing the plastic restraint to harden, removing the plastic 
restraiTit from the vehicle, profiling said plastic restraint, and shaping solid plastic in 
accordance with the profile of tihe plastic restraint forming a cavity tailored shaped to 
form fit around a specific passenger of a vehicle limiting motion of the passenger relative 
to the vehicle^ said seat fomxed fiom a plastic having resistance to fire and heat and 
maintaining its shape when subjected to crash conditions, 

a back insert removably mounted to said back portion and replaceable when 
destroyed during crash; and 

said seat is produced fiom expanded polypropylene; 

said seat portion, said back ijortion and said side portions are integrally connected 
together in a unitary m^n body being produced fiom a single piece of plastic, said back 
portion includes an opening extending therethrough in which said back insert is fefee 
fitted mounted therein. 
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and further comprismg a back insert removably raounted to said back portion and 
replaceable when destroyed during crash, said seat is produced from ejqpanded 
polypropylene. 

Claim 10 (currently amended) Tho rogtroint of oloim 9 end furth e r comprising: 
A restraint for a passenger in a vehicle comprising: 

a seat having a seat portioiiL a back portion and side t^ortions connected together 
forming a cavity tailore d shaped to form fit arou nd a specific passenger of a vehicle 
limiting motion of the passenger relative to the vehicle, said seat formed from a plastic 
having resistance to fire and heat and mainta iTiinjT tta s hape when subjected to crash 

a back insert rgmovablv mounted to said back portion and replaceable when 
destroyed during craish: and 

said seat is produced from expanded polypropylene: 

said seat portion^ said back portion and said side portjons are integrally con nected 
together in a unitary main body being produced from a single piece of plastic, said back

a unitary piece of expanded polypropylene cut to foim a driver mstraint with a 
back portion, seat portion and side portions integrally connected together forming a seat, 
said back portion including a hole extending therethrough; 

a back insert removably mounted to said back portion within said hole; and, 

a leg separator mounted to said seat portion. 

Claim 14 (onginal) The driver restraint of claim 13 wherein: 

said leg separator includes a rib extending into said seat portion securing said 
separator to said seat portion; and 

said back iixsert and said hole are complementarily tapered providing a force fit 
between said back insert and said seat portion. 

Claim 15 (original) The driver restraint of claim 14 wherein: 

said back insert and said leg sepeirator are expanded polystyrene and are replaced 
when destroyed during crash.

Claim .18 (previously added) The restraint of claim 16 wherein said first type of 
plastic is esipaxxded polypropylene and said second type of plastic is a modified expanded 
polypropylene/polystyrene blend.

Claim 23 (new) A race car driver restraint comprising:
